Today they
asked me who is responsible for site security, and how often the site is being checked. They are
concerned about the public potentially coming into contact with any remaining wastes on-site (|
don’t know that there are any, aside from the in-place soil) and the on-site wells. There is some
concern that the wells are large enough for someone to fall inside, if not properly secured.

| know Region 4 has secured the site as part of emergency actions a couple of times recently. Is this
something that is periodically being checked on and maintained by Region 4? Or is it in the hands of
the EPA, now that a Removal Action has been done?

Please let me know what role Region 4 has at the site now, if any, regarding the security, and when
the last time you checked on the site was? Please also let me know if you have any plans on checking
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the site in the future? If applicable, | may provide the City with your contact information so they can
discuss the matter with you directly. | also plan on reaching out to the EPA for information.
